On Thursday, August 27th f during the vigit at the 
courthouse where Lonnie Mc Lucas is being railroaded r 
confusion broke out on the outside of New Haven'$ 
fascist Superior Courthouse , Court was adjoumed when 
about 20 Black people left the court and rushed out 
the side exit koping to gel a gïimpse of Lonnie leaving 
for Litchfield prison m Instead „ the people found them- 
selves surrounded by city pigs and state troopers. 
The troopers were in back of the crowd leaving the 
courthouse white the local pigs were keeping the 
people back who were coming from the Green (park 
across the Street from the courthouse - where the 
vigil is being held)* 

When the people saw this show of ge stap o force, 
they began to sing . Thert a navy blue r 69Ford came 
out of the lot with Lonnie and 3 pigs in it . Everyone 
shouted: "Alt Power to the People f Lonnie SJ> . The car 
left at full speed . By tken i 200 of more people were 
outside the court and the city pigs rnoved with the 
troopers. This action caused the 2 groups of people 
to meet, they continued to sing revatutionary songs* 
The pigs moved toward the people with riot sticks 
in bolk hands . The people shouted even louder; flags 
with Free Lonniel were atl over the streets . City 
pigs waited on the side with riot outfits as the people 
m yved to the front of the courthouse away from the 
pigs. News reporters swarmed likefltes. 

A brother from AC., Jeff Griffith t was harassed 
by a state trooper. The brother toas momng to the 
Green when he was hit by a pig; he tumed arond to 
defend himself when one of his comrades pulled Mm 
back . But the pigs grabbed the brother away pus hing 
his comrade back, Seeing the brother arrested for

Other people should be able to visit 
us who can help us out in obtain- 
ing witnesses , The Sixth Amendment 
States that in all crimmal prosecu- 
tion cases in any court in this land 
an accused person should enjoy the 
right to have compulsory process io ob- 
taïn and have witnesses in ftis favnr 
at these court trials. These 8 witness- 
es could have testified in hehalf of 
brother Lonnie to skoiv and prove that 
George Sams is a crazy madman who*s 
being used and the man kas been given 
lies stuck in his movdh from many 
factions of the pig police de part ment 
and other Black racist factions. They 
could have testified and exposed George 
Sams more so for what he is* lt is 
very obvious that he was a madman.

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DAVID. The press conference was 
called in response co the allégatións 
that the Black Panther Party had a 
delegation of Panther members led by 
Stokely Carmfchael, in Jordan. The 
Minister of Defense of the Black Pan- 
ther Party, Huey P. Newton, is here 
to repudiate tbose statements, because 
we do not have any Panthers ia Jordan:; 
but we do have an international sectlon 
in Algeria headed by the Minister of 
Information, Eldridge Cleaver, andour 
Field Marshal, Donald Cox, They are 
representatiesof our Party in contact 
witfi the Palestinian Liberation organ- 
ization daily, and they r re the only 
authorized Famhers outside of the 
United States of America. 

HURY: We further charge that Stokely 
Carmtchael is operating as an agent of 
the CIA, we have no proof of this but 
'we have aome evidence. Hls actions 
are speaking for themselves, Wenotlce 
that when che House of Un^American 
Aerivittes (H'JAC) investigated the 
Black Panther Party, that Stokely Ca r- 
michael shortly afterwards, or during 
the investigation, cameoutwith a state¬ 
ment that the Party was diehonest. He 
alsü made other charges that were not 
based upon face. When he was ap- 
proached about this he said that por¬ 
to aps he was untimely in his charge; 
and that he was sorry about this. We 
further charge that he's in cahoots 
with his wife Miriam Makeba, who is 
also an agent. And as I said before 
we have no proof but Stokely Car- 
michaeTs behavior infers that he is an 
agent. Now we hear through the ui re, 
and through our embassy in Algiers 
that Stokely Car michael is leading a 
delegation of 18 Party members in 
Jordan against the Jewish people for 
purposes of promoting the Palestin- 
ians, and also the interest of the Black 
Power movement, As a matter of face, 
“Black Power” movement wa? men- 
tioned on this wire. As you very well 
know the Black Panther Party does 
not subscribe to “Black Power” as 
such. Not the “Black Power” that has 
been defined by Stokely Carmichael 
and Nixon, They seem to agrec upon 
the stipalated definition of “Black 
Power“,which is no more than Black 
capitalism, which is reactionary and 
certainly not a philosophy that would 
meet the interest of the people, lt 
would only support the interest of a 
small group of people, Stokely Car- 
michael has further stated that Fan- 
Africanism Is the higheat express ion 
pf “Black Power”. We say that Pan- 
Africanism is the highest expression 
of cultural nationalism, The Black 
Panther Party is internationalist. We 
realize Chat most of the African gov¬ 
ernments who adhere to the philospphy 
Df Pan-Africanism, are also aligned 
with United States imperialism. In other 
words, these governments are saying 


that if the United States will iet us 
exist as a class to oppress our African 
people then we wül cooperate; in other 
words, Black oppresslng Black. The 
reason that I mentioned this isbecause 
this is Stokely CarmichaeTs philo- 
sophy, lt is also the philosophy of 
some of the reactionary governments 
in Africa, We would like to emphistze 
that we support the people of Africa 
in their just struggle against imper¬ 
ialism, and that our statements do not 
affect this comradely love that we have 
for all people in the world who are 
struggllng against United States im¬ 
perialism. We know that without the 
support of United States imperialism 
no reactionary government can exist, 
3o we are very careful when we start 
supporting a government that has re- 
la tïonships in support of the United 
States. And now with this very strange 
incident of Stokely Carmtchael's al- 
legedly leading a delegation of Black 
Panthers, when Stokely Carmichael de- 
nounced the Party a short time ago. 
He said that socialism is not the ques- 
tion, economics is not the question, 
but it's entireiy a question of racism, 
We take issue with this; we realize 
that the United States is a racist 
country, but we also realize the roots 
of the racism, and the roots of the 
racism is based upon the profit motive 
and capitalism, So we would like to 
start with the caijse and then later on 
handle che effeats of ic P We believe 
that while socialism will not wipe out 
racism comuleteiy, we believe that a 
foundation will be laïd. Whenwechange 
the structure of bourgeoisie society; 
when we transform the structure into 
a socialist society then we're on e step 
toward changmg attitudes, The people 
then will have control of the mass 
media, radio, televlsion, newspapers, 
these are part of the mechanisme that 
shape attitudes, We know that the con¬ 
cept of cultural lag will probably run 
crue to form; while the structure 
ehanges the attitudes will lag behind, 
because values cake some time to 
change, But we say that the only way 
to start changing the racist nature 
of the society is to revolutionize the 
insticutions, or transform che institu- 
ctons, ,So we would like to reiteratè 
our support for the Palestinian people. 
We would like to rnake ir very clear 
tha: the Black Panther Party is not 
anti-Semittc. We've been charged with 
being anti-Semitic. As a matter of fact, 
some statements could be cited where 
some momber of che Party has made 
some statements in anger in order to 
hart some of our White radical friends 
because we believed that they lid not 
live up co the friendship agreement. 
Rut these were internal fights. They 
‘t liould have been kept internal, butthey 
were exposed and used by thereaccion- 
aries, and this was partially our fault 
because we indulgecl in that. But as far 
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HUEY P. NEWTON 
MINISTER OF DEFENSE 

as our official position, we are not 
anM -Semitic. As far as the Israëli jeople 
are concerned we are not against the 
Jewish people, We are against that gov¬ 
ernment that will persecute the Pales¬ 
tinian people. We have to admit that 
there's something wrong intheMiddle- 
East. The Palestinian people are living 
in hovels, they don"t have a land, they've 
been stripped and murdered; and we 
can not support this for any reason, 
We also realize some of the short- 
comings of the United Arab Republic. 
And our views on this is that we rhïnk 
that the people led by the Palestinian 
people should be led into a struggle, 
a revoluriQ'nary struggle in order to 
transform the Middle-East into truly 
a peoples* republic. And at the same 
time we support a small group of 
people who are in Israël who are rev- 
olutionary and who are werking to see 
that the Zionist government of Israël 
is trans for med into a secular peoples 1 
state instead of a religiojs state, VVe 
say that the way the country is operat- 
ing at thts time is the height of chau- 
vlnism and echnocentrlsm. ï say this 
because any state that requires its 
members to adhere to a certaia re- 
ligi m is a "eactionary state, We must 
realize tha; our ma:n concern is to 
transform the world into a place where 
people can live., We'rechiefly inrerest- 
ed in the survival of our people, but 
not at the expense of other people. 
Black people in America have been 
persecuted; therefore it's easy for us 
to identify with other people who are 
suffer!ng, We have a long history of 
being enslaved and m irdered. We have 
wrestled with the question of nacional- 
lam and we have concluded that we have 
a mor al right to embrace nationalism. 
Wc have a mor al right to choose sep- 
aratism, tc move Into a separate state 
just as che Jewish people have that 
moral right. But we realize that United 
States imperialism will not allow us tc 
separate and live side-by-side with 
United States imperia'ism, It'sohvious 
that we could not bccotnc self-diner- 
mined because the United Staten wil) 
not let Cüuntries exist 15,000,000 mHes 
away In freedom, They will not let 
these countrïes exist in freedom

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15,000,003 mlles away, so they cer- 
tainlywlll not Ier us exist in a separate 
state in Nórth America in freedom, So 
the question can be pat inco thefuture. 
The first task is to cransform society 
so the people aan live in Ixeedom* Our 
central task is to overthrow the ruling 
circle, who wül nor permit self-deter- 
minarion to exist in the world. After 
achieve thls gfial the question of 
nationalism can be handled. Black nat- 
ionalists conld then go to the U.N, 
ani ask for a plebiscite in order to ask 
the people what way they want to go. 
After transformatioti into a socialist 
society tbere may be no need for sep- 
aration, This traosformstion can only 
cake place by wiping out United States 
tmperiaiisTn and establishing a new 
earth, a new society, and a new world* 
So politically and stracegically the 
correct action to takels nor separation, 
bui world revolution in order to wipe 
out imperialism, and then people will 
be free to decide their destiny. Self- 
determmatLon and national indepcn- 
dence cannot really exist while United 
States imperiaHsm is alive, That’s why 
we don’t support nationalism as our 


goal. in some tnstances we might 
support nationalism as a strategy; we 
call this revolutionary nationalism. The 
motives are internationalist, beeause 
the revolution artes are attempttog to 
secure liberated territory in order to 
choke imperiaHsm by cutting th^nn off 
from rhe countrysidc. When the motive 
for national Itberatton is solely co 
cceate a capitalist state so tliat the 
ruling circle of that capitalist state 
can align itself with United States im- 
perialtsm, then lt*s reactionary na> 
ionalism and cannot be supported by 
revolutionar ies, Israël was created by 
Western ImperiaHsm and maintainedby 
Western ftre power. The Jewish peo¬ 
ple have a right to exist as long as 
they solely exist to down the reacrion- 
ary expanstonist Israëli government, 
Our situation is slffiüar in so many 
ways; we say that morally perhapsthe 
Jewish people can make a case for 
separatism and a Zionist state based 
upon their reiiglon for self-deïrnse. 

We say that muratly maybe we could 
accept this, but politic al ly and strategy 
ically we know that Lt J s incorrect* In 
the first place what it is doing is 
perpetuating nationalism; perpecuating 
reaction, if nationalism is reaction, 
and I think that the United States has 
proved that it is becajse it used 
nationalism to rapé the world and do- 
rmnate everyone else. In other words 
it went from nationalism to the nacural 
conclusion, and that is empire or im- 
perialism, So the Jewish people must 
be very careful nat to be a.i agent of 
imperiaHsm. We*re asking the Pro¬ 
gressive forces, the revolutlonary for- 
ces inside of Israël to transform that 


society so that the people of the Mos¬ 
lem ^eliglon, the people of the Jewish 
reiiglon, the people who live in the 
MLddle-East will be able to com? to- 
gether as one man and truly build a 
new world. As a matter of face, we're 
looking forward to this time, we see 
that this time will exist; beeause we 
see the conti'ad iet ion that*s developtng 
between the Palesttnian people and the 
UAR* We also see a growing group 
insidcof Israël tha^sorganiztngagainsr 
the racist tactics of the Israëli gov- 
emm ent. I say that if we go over the 
record we can see where the Jewish 
studsnts denri' istrated against their 
Minister of Defense, against the war 
tactics of Israël; and we encourage 
this activUy, we struggle with this group 
of the Jewish people* So we reject 
any charges of being anti-Semitic. We 
realiz.e that some people who happen 
to be Jewish, and who support Israël 
will use the Black Panther Party's 
poaition that is against imperiaHsm 
and against the agents of the imper¬ 
ialist as an attack of anti-Semitism. 
We think that this is a back-biting, 
racist, underhanded tactic; and we will 
treat it as such, We have respect for 
all people, and we have respect for 
the right for any people to exist. So 
want the Jewish people and the 
Palestinian people to live in harmony 
together. We support the Palesttnian's 
just struggle for liberatlon one hun- 
dred per cent. We will go on doing 
this, and we would llke for all of 
the progressive people of the world 
to join in our ranks in order to make 
a world in wliich all people can live,
